Hastenslab. Tlio tames of nvin, liiw 
likes and dislikes, the oircurastancea 
necessary to f?ood taste, true and false 
notions of what wo call beauty, and 
the happiness resulting from a inalur 
ed and refined taste, formed the sub- 
ject of Mr. Robinson's paper, which 
was a thoroughly able one, marked by 
keen and original thought and terse- 
ness of style. It was well delivered 
too, and the appreciation of the socie- 
ty was attested by the prolonged ap- 
^)IanHo with wliich it was greeted at 
the close. 

Mr. Hasenstab's essoy was also an 
interesting one, and was distinguished 
by its research and the able manner 
in which it was written. The pro- 
gress of man through the various eras 
of his life on the globe, the paleoli- 
thic, neolithic, stone, bronze and iron 
ages, was graphically described, and 
attention called to the important role 
inventions and thtir results played in 
the onward march to civilization. In 
stances of lost arts were also given, 
and turning to the subject proper, in- 
ventions were shown to bo the residt 
either of patient thought and labor, 
or of accident, or of both combined. 
The increasing number and import- 
ance of inventions in modern times 
were also discussed, attention being 
called to the revolutions accomplished 
by the inventions of Watt, Morse and 
Howe— the steam engine, the tele- 
graph and the sewing machine. Agri- 
culture was shown to l)e the calling 
giving greatest scope to inventive abi 
lity, and the work of Kli Whitney 
and the late Cyrus McUormiok was 
commented on. \ farewell to the 
class of '84 closed the essay, which 
was received with hearty applause. 

Mr. Vedilz, tiie President of the 
Society, called upon to make a few 
remarks, responded in a neat address, 
calling attention to the significance of 
the evening, and dwelling on the ty- 
ranny of time, who, in his resistless 
onward march is bound to sever one by 
one, every tie which one might hold 
dear. 

Remarking on the good will and 
loyalty cherished for the society by 
'84, he closed with a hearty farewell, 
expressing the hope that n day would 
come when the "dear old Lit." would 
have so many members on its roll, 
wouhl have such a vigorous life, and 
would I'e such a tower of strength in 
itself and in the college, that the be- 
stowal of the highest honor in its 
gift, its presidency would become the 
subject of as eager interest, of as eager 
discussion and as eager canvassing as 
was shown at the Chicago convention 
in regard to the Nation's supreme 
magistrac) 

Mr. Allahough wos also called on 
and responded in a few well chosen 
words, expressing the hope of a pros 
perous career for the Lit., and assur- 
ing the members that '84 would ever 
hold the hours spent on the rostrum 
of the society in grateful remem- 
brance. The meeting then adjourned 
with a lusty choer which made the 
vaulted hall ring for the honor and 
■ucoeBS of '84.

The time is approaching for the 
annual farce of presenting diplomas. 

Of the hundreds of deaf mutes who 
will " graduate " from the various Ins- 
titutions the country over, this June, 
how many comprehend what a dip- 
loma is for t 

How many can write their own es- 
says unaided t 

How many can write even a com- 
mon-plaoe letter not teeming with 
errors in grammar and spelling? 
How many can converse intelligently 
with their own friends and relatives 
after they have been declared " finish- 
ed " by a board of trustees, who know 
about as much of their ment.il develop 
ment ai!> blind men know of the colors 
in tt boquot of flowers T 

How many of them will be able to 
compete with those who can hear in 
matters intellectual T 

One half? Pirposlcrotis .' It will 
be an unusually well-educated class, if 
it averages one fourth. 

A matter for serious consideration, 
is it not ? And who is to blame for 
such a state of affoirsl 

Because a child was born >»i/tM.< 
the sense of hearing, or was after- 
wards deprived of it by illness, does it 
follow of a necessity that it must bo a 
confirmed blockhead, a dunce, a <lolt? 
Verily not I 

What is the matter? what is wrong, 
then ? Who is to blame ? 

In the first place, the te.achers ; and, 
in the second, the Superintendent. 

" I have such a stupid class, I don't 
know what to do with it. I just can't 
teach my scliolars anything !" — is an 
oft observed remark among teachers. 
Stupid teacher I 

Primarily, the Superintendent may 
be most to blrtme, after all, for not 
exercising greater care in his selection 
of instructors for his charges. Ho re- 
ceives hosts of applications, and the 
applicant who has influential friends 
to endorse him or her, is almost un- 
iversally tho one to wii. Compctoici/ 
is not so closely inquired into. 

It is a great mistake to employ 
teachers who know nothing of the deaf 
and dumb, or their needs. There 
should always be the most perfect un- 
derstanding between teacher and pupil. 

Learning to use words, and to put 
them together correctly so as to form 
sentences, is to the deaf mute precisely 
what actjniring a new language ia to 
another person — with this disadvan 
tage to the mute. The person (having 
the sense of Ivearing) who learns a new 
language, has the sound of the words 
to help him remember them by, and ho 
learns them word for word, while the 
mute has no idea of tho sound of the 
words he learns, nor their application, 
and has only the apiimrancc of them, 
as they look on paper, or are spelled 
upon the fingers, to lielp him remember 
them. And this is not nil. 

A great drawback to rapid advance 
ment is the too great use of signs. 

Whenever a new idea is to be taught 
it is explained by signs, and the 
warmest advocate of this system of 
communication must admit it is very 
erratic. 

Tho mind of the child, when it 
enters the Institute, entirely ignorant 
of language except tho language, if 
such it may be called, of natutal 
signs, by which means it wos aeons- 
tomed to express its wants at home, 
ia very suspuotible, and tipoii the first 
year or two at school, depends much 
more than tho average teacher thinks. 

From the day of its entrance into 
tho Institution, the child should be 
impressed with the fact that it is in a 
school and not a play-bouse. 

Teach them independence of 
thought. Encourage them to go be- 
yond the mere routine of Kchool-books, 
and to ponder over what they see out- 
side the achoolroom. F.ncoumgo any 
tendency they may show to ask (pies- 
tions concerning things they do not 
understand. 

It should never be too tiresome for 
a teacher to answer a half-dozen or a 
dozen (ptestions propounded by his, or 
her, pupils, upon goin<^ into their midst 
It should rather be a pleasure. Upon 
the teacher depends the future intel- 
lectuality or stupidity of the pupil — 
excepting, of course, those oases where 
the pupil is of impaired mind. 

Tt should ho an ever-present thought, 
with the teacher, that ho is, perhaps, 
shaping tho future of tho lives of his 
little charges, and well should he try 
to BO shape them that they bo not a 
lasting dishonor and reproach to him. 

Superintendents oannot be too severe- 
ly condemned for the loose reins they 
give their teachers — and for their dis- 
regard of " eternal fitness " in their 
selection of teachers. 

Let us have more earnest, go ahead 
workers among tho mates ; more clear- 
headed, sympathetic, disciplinarian 
toachors, and fewer of that class who 
^eek a situation in a deaf and dumb 
institution, not because they feel it to 
be their calling, not because they feel 
the least sympathy with their unfortu- 
nate follow beings, and not because 
they intend to put their shoulders to 
the wheel, and help to lift tho darken- 
ed minds into the broad light of day, 
l)Ut because they know they will liave 
a comparatively easy time of it, by 
having their scholars to their books, 
and can draw their salary, dress, 
" eat, drink, and be merry." Let 
us have fewer of this latter class 
and more of the former, and wo will 
have fewer mutes wo need feel asham- 
ed of. 

Let us have others' opinions on the 
subject. Intbukbtki).

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A pleasant .iffair took place at Alpha 
HtvU, on Essex Street, on the evening 
of Tuesday, June 3d, on the occasion 
of a lecture by Rev. Dr. Thomas Gal- 
laudet, of New York. The hall, the 
same where the dedf - mute society 
meets, was hired from a Lodge of 
Odd Fellows for the particular even- 
ing. A large crpwd of the most re- 
spectable and best known deaf-mutes 
were in attendairoo from Boston and 
vicinity, to do honor to Dr. Gallaudet 
on his 62d birthday. 

Tho Doctor waa greeted with a 
hearty burst of applause upon his 
taking the rostrum. He made a pre- 
lude to his lecture by a few remarks 
concerning his birthd.ay and the 
yejirs of labor he had devoted to the 
welfare of the deaf and dumb. In 
short, he gave a brief review of his 
life as far as it related to our class. 
Oncfelicitous rematk was loudly ap- 
plauded. It was that, though he was 
younger by twenty odd ye.trs than 
his friend, the Rev. W. W. Turner, of 
Hartford, their years of service among 
the deaf .and dumb amounted to the 
same length of time— viz., sixty - two 
years, for ever since the time when, as 
an infant, his dumb mother presented 
him to us, he had consecrated his life 
to the class. 

The subject which the doctor chose 
for his lecture was "Le.aven," as ap- 
plied to character. After referring to 
the scriptural origin of the word, many 
valuable hints on {jersonal influcce 
and conduct were given with the .aid 
of ex.-vmples or illustrations from the 
lives of prominent public men who 
have, or are, wielding a power for 
good and ill over their fellow - men. 
Tiiken all in all, the lecture was a 
highly instructive One, and much ap- 
preciated by the attentive and intelli- 
gent portion of thejftudieiice. •

A 
day's work now may save you two in 
July, and secure yonr flock fioin the 
evils of the cooplice, which may save 
you several hens and many cliickoiia 
and u large number of cgga. Clean 
quartors is the best prime factor for 
egg production. 

If there is anything neglected about 
the average farm, it is sure lo be the 
garden. The head of the farm doean't 
like the idea of putting men at work 
there when the weather ia suitable for 
the more extensive operations of the 
farm. Part of a rainy day may be 
devoted to the planting of a few hilla 
of sweet corn or a variety of common 
vegetables. The cultivation of even 
these ia commonly left to the " wo- 
inen-folka," who may possible be able, 
occasionally, to get a day'a work out 
of tlio boys. It will pay for the far- 
mer him.aelf to work in the garden 
occasionally anrl to see that it is well 
taken care of thronghoiit the season.

Si'ONOK Cakk.^TIic weight of six 
egga in sugar (granulated or pulver- 
ized, not coffee aiigar) anJ the weight 
of four egga in Hour. IJcat the six 
egga acparately, add the flour gradual- 
ly, beating only enough lo mix, flavor 
and bake in <ioep pans. No baking 
powder ia used. 

Zei'HYHS. — Heat two cupfiils of 
boiled hominy, adding sulficient 
water to make it thin enough to 
pour. Add a piece of buller aa large 
aa an English walnut, and a little 
aalt. Have ic;i(ly liu.lo gem - pans, 
heated very Jiot, and well biii.iered. 
Fill these with the hominy, and bake 
half an hour in a hot oven. 

OitANOK Short Cakk. — To one 
quart of flour allow two (oafpoonfula 
of baking powder; mix with cold 
water, and do not make a stiff dough. 
Hake in one cake, split open and 
spread plicea of orangita over it, scat- 
ter powdered sugar over, and cut in 
aqnures and aerve with fiiidding aaiice. 

Husks. — Six pounds flour, one and 
one-fourth jioiiiida of aiigar, fourteen 
eggs, oiie-balf jiint of yeast or one 
calcc eompieascd yeast, one pound of 
butter, a little xal), and aiiflicicnt 
warm milk to make it of the conaist- 
ency of bread. Knead twice, cut 
with biscuit culler, raise agiin fif- 
teen minutes and bake in a quick 
oven. 

RoA.ST II A. M. — So.ak the ham for 
twelve hours in water; place il in a 
deep diah or earthenware pan and 
soak for twenty-four hours in white 
wine, sea.soiied with sliced oniona, 
carrots, parsley, laurel leaves ainl 
thyme ; cover the pan with a cloth, 
and prcaa on the lid very tight to pre- 
vent the air from getting in. Uoast 
the ham, and baste with the wine in 
which it was soaked. When done, 
dish it up oil a puree of spinach. 

Lkmon Mahmai.adk. — Slice the 
lemons very thin, only liikiiig out 
the seeds ; add three pints of cold 
water to each pound of fruit, after 
licing cut into pieces ; let it stand 
twenty-four hours ; boil it until ten- 
der ; pour into an earthen bowl until 
the following day ; weigh it, and to 
(is^vj jioiind of boiled fruit add one 
and one-half pounds of liini)) sugar ; 
boil the whole together till the ayrup 
jellies and the oJiips are rather trans- 
parent.
